Dorman L. Steelman 
Says Assembly Did 
Very Little — One 
High Democrat 
Agrees With Him.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 2— 
The 1959 legislative session end- 
ed Sunday with ‘‘one of the sor- 
riest records of any Missouri 
Legislature,” the Republican 
floor leader in the House charged 
yesterday, One Democratic lead- 

er agreed with him. 

Representative Dorman  L. 
Steelman of Salem, the GOP 
leader, said in a statement that 
the General Assembly gave 
scant attention to many of the 
state’s major problems and ac- 
complished very little in its five- 
month regular session. — 

Representative George D. 
Young (Dem.), Fayette, chair- 
man of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, commented 
that “the session opened with 
high hopes but deteriorated in 
a hurry.” 

Speaker’s Comment. 

House Speaker Richard H. 
Ichord (Dem.), Houston, told a 
few legislators who were rres- 
ent when the House officially ad- 
journed Sunday night that he 


thought the assembly had, in the 
main, a fine session. 

‘I know the Legislature will | 
be criticized for not doing all | 
the things it should have,” 
Ichord said. “It could, have 
done some things I think should 
have been done. But, all in all, 
it was a good session.” 

Steelman said the Republican 
minority did not believe taxes 
had to be increased to balance 
thé state’s budget. He added that 
the only major tax measure 
passed, a bill to levy a 2 per 
cent use tax on equipment | 
godds purchased outside of Mis- 
souri for use within the state, 
was $0 drastically amended by 
the Senate that it would produce 
little revenue.

GENEVA, June 2 (AP)—So- 
‘viet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko made a bid in the Big 
Four conference today to station 
Russian forces alongside West- 
ern troops in West Berlin under 
| a free city regime. 


Western officials have already 
branded the proportion as un- 
acceptable. It is part of a So- 
viet plan for making the pres- 
ence of Western forces in Berlin 
dependent on Russian agree- 
ment. They are presently there 
by right of conquest in World 
War II. 


Gromyko denounced\a Western 
proposal to put East and West 
Berlin on an equal footing by 
merging them into a united city. 
He argued for ending the pres- 
ent status of West Berlin and 
offered three alternatives with 
respect to the key troop issues: 


l. Withdrawal of Western 
troops from the city with its 
security and access routes to 
be guaranteed by Russia and 
other powers. 

2. Garrisoning of West Ber- 
lin by troops of the four big 
powers—meaning the introduc- 
tion of Soviet troops into West 
Berlin. 

3. Withdrawal of Western 
forces and the introduction of 
troops of neutral countries.

Several Senators have had 
calls from John L.

Other Senators are being told 
that Strauss would be good for 
the oil interests.

Approval Indicated. 

By parlaying these pressures 
from various quarters, the 
Strauss managers believe, they 
can round up the votes to con- 
firm him. An independent check 
shows they probably are right, 
with Strauss likely to be ap- 
proved by a margin of as few 
as two or aS many as seven 
votes. 

The deciding factor may have 
been the statement issued by 
Senator Albert Gore (Dem.), 
Tennessee. Gore said he was 
giving favorable consideration to 
Strauss and probably would vote 
for him. His colleague from Ten- 
nessee, Senator. Estes Kefauver 
(Dem.), has beés one of the 
leaders in the fight against 
Strauss. 

In the long and bitter wrangle, 
the irony is that Strauss, in the 
view of many Senators, has been 
his own worst enemy. At the 
beginning of the confirmation 
hearings, a private poll showed 
the committee for him by 14 to 
3. At the end of the hearings, 
with Strauss day after day 
zealously and righteously seek- 
ing to erase even the slightest 
blemish on his record, the vote 
was 9 to 8 for confirmation. 

Reversal by McGee. 

Senator Gale McGee (Dem.), 
Wyoming, began in March with 
the fair-minded view that, all 
things considered, Strauss de- 
served to be confirmed. He has 
since become one of those most 
determined to block the appoint- 
ment. Almost every day since 
the hearings ended, he has risen 
on the Senate floor to cite in- 
stances from the record in which 
he charges that Strauss lied.

“‘peace in our time.” 

He next moved into Poland, 
convinced that France would not 
join Britain in a war against 
Germany. Britain and France 
were at odds. France was allied 
to Czechoslovakia, but the 
French Prime Minister Daladier 
did not want to go to war over 
Czechoslovakia and was almost 
tearful with relief over the 
agreement that surrendered 
France’s ally to Hitler. 

Each surrender only put off 
the war that was inevitable and 
made it certain that it would be 
fought under increasingly dif- 
ficult circumstances for the West. 

There are some similarities 
today. Khrushchev is engaged 
implacably on the expansion of 
Communism. He is confident in 
Soviet military power. The Allies 
are much more united than were 
Britain and France against Hit- 
ler, but the British want some 
form of accommodation, think- 
ing that tension can be relaxed 
by concessions. 

This history is well remem- 
bered in West Berlin. Allied 
weakness and disunity, Berliners 
fear, can bring to West Berlin 
the same fate they brought to 
Czechoslovakia.

However, I had no control over 
the Berkeley Board of Aldermen 
and I was unable to stop the elec- 
tion and the airport was annexed 
by Berkeley. The St. Louis County 
Circuit Court declared the election 
null and void because Berkeley had 
not obtained a declaratory judg- 
ment as required by state law. 


This was the- last effort by the 
City of Berkeley to annex the air- 
port during my administration. In 
fact, I worked hard with Mayor 
Tucker and other St. Louis officials 
to keep the status quo, to help St. 
Louis and to keep the airport from 
being annexed by other county 
cities, towns and villages surround- 
ing the airport. 

This is a fact and if.C.K.B. would 
examine the record of the annexa- 
tiom attempts by Berkeley and also 
the great future for St. Louis in the 
Metro project, he would realize the 
many, many opportunities that ex- 
ist, not only for himself, but the 
entire populace in the Metro sta- 
dium, civic center and shopping 
center.

Plenty to Gain 


What has the St. Louis, taxpayer to gain by 


approval of the proposed Greater St. Louis 


City-County District plan next November? 
The question touchés on a major if not the 
paramount consideration affecting the attitude 
of many city residents, including Mayor Tuck- 
er, whose personal position no doubt will 
carry great weight at the polls. 

The city has plenty to gain. ‘First, it would 
be relieved of the cost and responsibility of 
attempting to provide many services which 
are inherently metropolitan in nature and 
which it can provide only at excessive cost 
to city taxpayers. 

Second, by joining its tax base with the 
county’s, which already is two-thirds the size 
of the city’s and growing at a relatively much 
faster rate, the city will be in position to 
enjoy superior metropolitan services at more 
re*sonable cost. | 

The proposed City-County District would 
operate in seven major fields, and in each of 
them city residents (as well as county resi- 
dents) stand to gain important benefits that 
they are not now enjoying. For instance: 


Traffic Control Service. The plan provides 
for the kind of professional traffic control 
that Mr. Tucker found so desirable in the 
defeated City Charter of 1957 that he is even 
now attempting to persuade the Aldermen to 
enact it in a limited version. Since the district 
would control the whole city-county area it 
would be able to control traffic from its 
source in the county all the way downtown, 
not merely from the city line as now; pro- 
vide parking wherever needed, and protect 
city neighborhoods from rush-hour traffic. 


Mass Transit Regulations and Ownership. 
Regulation of local transit affairs would be 
removed from Jefferson City and placed in 
local hands; in the event public ownership 
became necessary, a proper agency financially 
supported by the whole city-county area would 
exist to take on the task. As much as one 
fifth of St. Louis’s taxable wealth is in down- 
town real estate whose value is closely tied 
to adequate area-wide public transportation. 
If public transit deteriorates, downtown values 
will decline and homeowners will have to 
take up the slack through higher taxes. 

Economic Development. The district would 
be empowered to acquire and assemble indus- 
trial and commercial. sites which would gen- 
erate thousands of dollars in new tax revenue. 
Most of these sites would have to be in the 
county because the city has virtually run out 
of industrial space. The new revenue would 
help support metropolitan services benefiting 
St. Louisans as well as county residents. 


Planning. Area-wide planning to benefit 
the people of the whole area, not merely those 
of either of the two major jurisdictions, would 
provide for orderly growth of the district and 
avoid having the city suddenly overwhelmed 
with growth problems originating in the 
county. 

Specialized Police Services. St. Louis now 
enjoys the best police service in the whole 
area, but it is handicapped to a considerable 
extent by the fact that criminals can quietly 
remove themselves to operating bases in St. 
Louis county. A centralized police communi- 
cations system, uniform crime reporting, a 
police academy and crime laboratory are steps 
to effective areawide co-operation in the fight 
against crime. 

Sewers. In taking over the Metropolitan St. 
Louis Sewer. District, the new district would 
give city (and county) residents direct con- 
trol over sewer policies through an elected 
Board of Superyisors; the present Sewer Dis- 
trict is run by trustees appointed by city and 
county officials. 

Civil Defense. A functioning metropolitan 
defense agency would be able to mobilize sub- 
stantially greater means to meet emergencies 
originating in the city, be they from enemy 
attack or such natural upheavals as fire, tor- 
nado, earthquake or the like, than is possible 
under the present arrangement. 

St. Louisans have a great deal,to gain by 
approval of the district plan—,m improved 
metropolitan services, in a more equitable 
sharing of costs, in a partnership that surely 
will make their city and the whole city-county 
district a superior community in which to 
live and work and raise children. 


Algeria’s New Senators 


Since the extreme right-wingers were de- 
feated in the Algerian elections, the voting 
was a victory of sorts for De Gaulle and for 
conciliation. It may also be counted a victory 
of sorts that a number of Moslem liberals 
were candidates and advocated a compromise 
between the French and the rebels. None of 
them was elected. Still, even slight progress 
should be welcomed. 

Yet it should be recognized that the prog- 
ress was slight. The Algerian elements which 
must be conciliated boycotted the elections. 
The 10 Frenchmen and 22 Moslems elevated 
to the French Senate were chosen by 7000 
hand-picked “grand electors.” 

The new Senators are all conservatives, rep- 
resentatives of French firms or’ individuals 
with large holdings in Algeria. These would 
like an end to the fighting because it is not 
good for business. It is a grave question 
whether they are ready to go far enough in 
bidding for peace, amd an even more grave 
question whether they can speak with any 
measure of authority for the majority of their 
countrymen. 


Why the FAA Needs Funds 


There is a danger prevalent in the skies, 
something is being done about it but much 
more needs to be done. That is a concise 
summary of the Cornell-Guggenheim Aviation 
Safety Center’s ninth annual survey of avia- 
tion safety. 

The safety problem is an old one and it 
centers around commercial flying. The Fed- 
eral Aviation Agency, not yet a year old, has 
dug hard into the problem. The Safety Center 
takes note of this, crediting the FAA with “tak- 
ing aggressive action.” But this is the third 
year that the Safety Center has labeled air 
traffic control as the most serious weakness. 

Despite the energy of the FAA there will 
be an “interim period of seven years, with a 
minimum of five, until the problems are ade- 
quately solved,” according to the Safety Cen- 
ter. This report was compiled before the 
House cut $76,000,000 from the FAA’s budget 
for next year. How much farther back -did 
that shortsightedness on the part of the House 
put safety on the airways? 

Itcis to be hoped that this report will spur 
the Senate into acting promptly to restore 
the funds which the FAA must have. If the 
FAA does not get this money, it will have to 
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ner bill would have dome. The Chief 
suggested that the country’s legal scholars 
find out whether the cases that federal courts 
are now obligated to hear can be fairly and 
reasonably cut down. 

The most eligible classification is the group 
known as “diversity of citizenship cases” for 
they accounted for almost half the new cases 
filed in the most recent statistical year. These 
are cases which got into federal court, not be- 
cause federal law questions are raised but be- 
cause the ligitants are residents of different 
states, as bringers of automobile accident 
suits so often are. 

Drafters of the Constitution made these 
diversity cases a matter of federal jurisdic- 
tion because they believed that a resident of 
one state would be at a disadvantage if he 
sued in another state’s court. So the Consti- 
tution’s writers provided that federal judges 
should hear such cases. The delegates to the 
1787 convention did not anticipate the auto- 
mobile, the ease with which it crosses state 
boundaries and the frequency of crashes away 
from home. 

As the population grows, litigation in the 
courts is sure to increase and Chief Justice 
Warren is right in seeking to learn if it can 
be held in proper bounds. For justice must 
be prompt as well as sure and it can not be 
prompt if litigation is engulfed in a vast back- 
log of pending cases. 

The Supreme Court itself needs to be able 
to devote its energies to human rights, federal 
and state powers and other important issues. 
It should not be encumbered with lesser mat- 
ters that can be safely resolved elsewhere. 


Nat King Cole as Ambassador 


Marian Anderson’s concert tour of Asia was 
a triumphant success, as all who saw the tele- 
vision views of the singer’s appearances will 
remember. It has attracted less attention in 
the press, but Nat King Cole, the popular 
band leader, has been received with similar 
warmth in South America. In Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, scene of anti-United States demonstra- 
tions a year ago, the Negro musician co-oper- 
ated with the United States Embassy in a 
benefit performance before 8000 people in 
order to raise funds for homeless children. 
In both Argentina and Uruguay, he played 
other benefits for flood victims. Wherever 
he went, large audiences thronged to hear his 
music. As Marian Anderson helped our rela- 
tions on the far side of the world, so has Nat 
King Cole furthered them below the equator. 
He deserves an appreciative hand here as well 
as in South America. 


Gov. Stratton on S.1.U. Branch 


Although Gov. Stratton did not encourage 
his visitors in behalf of Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity’s Madison-St. Clair branch to expect 
an immediate appropriation to build a new 
campus, he did show a generally friendly atti- 
tude toward the development of greater edu- 
cational facilities in the nearby Illinois area. 

The Governor pointed out that his current 
budget includes approximately $300,000 for 
engineering and architectural studies of the 
1400-acre site near Edwardsville toward whose 
purchase 60,000 people have contributed near- 
ly $600,000. As Mr. Stratton said, this consti- 
tutes an actual investment by the State of Il- 
linois in the new campus, and in any case, 
careful engineering and architectural studies 
ought to be conducted before the first spade 
of earth can be turned for the first new 
building. 

Meantime the Governor’s budget recognizes 
the growing use of the residence centers in 
Alton and East St. Louis by providing a 
$700,000 deficiency appropriation for addi- 
tional expenses incurred as more and more 
young IIlinoisans turned to the residence 
centers. 

The next two years will not be lost in the de 
velopment of Southern Illinois’s Madison-St. 
Clair branch university. The site can be 
wholly acquired and carefully studied as to 
its best uses. Plans can, indeed must, be 
drawn thoughtfully and farsightedly. Mean- 
time the increase in attendance at the resi- 
dence centers will show the need still more 
clearly to the officials and lawmakers at 
Springfield. 


ICC Decision Delayed 


In fairness to everybody concerned, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission ought to be 
moving reasonably soon to wind up the case 
involving the Frisco and Central of Georgia 
railroads. 

This important matter has been hanging 
fire in one form or another since December 
1955 when the Frisco, after quietly buying 
up almost half of Central’s common, petitioned 
the ICC for permission to acquire control of 
the Georgia cafrier. Last November in the 
climax of a series of hearings, reversals and 
more hearings the full Commission ordered 
Frisco to divest itself of Central within 30 
days, asserting Frisco had been guilty of 
“flagrant disregard of the law” im acquiring 
control of Central without permission. 

Frisco at first said it would comply with 
the order without a fight. But within a month 
it had persuaded the ICC to postpone the ef- 
fective date of the order while it prepared a 
petition for reconsideration. That petition 
was filed last Jan. 11, more than four months 
ago. 

A matter of this importance surely rates a 
high priority from the ICC: If there is any 


” validity to the Commission’s finding as to 


the benefits of independence to Central, then 
the public interest tends to suffer so long as 
Frisco can drag out the case and prevent Cen- 
tral from achieving full freedom,

AUTHOR SAX ROHMER DIES; 
CREATOR OF OR. FU MANCHU 


\LONDON, June 2 (AP)—Sax 
Rohmer, creator of the mystery 
story villain Dr. Fu Manchu, 
died last night after a long ill- 
ness. He was believed to have 
been about 70 years old. 

The doctor, who set the pat- 
tern for Oriental evil-doers in 
Twentieth Century fiction, made 
his debut in 1913 in “Dr. Fu 
Manchu.”

University of Pennsylvania ar- 
cheologists will resume excava- 
tion work in Iran this summer 
on the site where they found 
the famed Hasanlu Golden bow!.

Hasanlu was an iron age city on 
the south shore of lake Urmia in 
northwestern Iran. It is believed

Last summer the University of 
Pennsylvania expedition found 
the warrior’s skeleton and the 
bowl, which measures about 
eight inches in height and eight 
inches in diameter.

Macmillan’s statement was 
made in Parliament in answer 
to reports that Lloyd was being 
eased out of the Foreign Office. 

Macmillan was asked by 
Emanuel Shinwell, Labor party 
spokesman, who was responsible 
for thé “inspired statement”’ that 
Lloyd was set for removal. 

“There were no inspired state- 
ments,” Macmillan replied. ‘‘Al- 
though I read the newspaper, I 
hope I and the Foreign Secre- 
tary will carry on our work to- 
gether for a very long time to 
come.”’

The report on Lloyd’s sup- 
posedly scheduled removal from 
the foreign office was carried 
first in yesterday's Times of 
London, usually considered the 
most accurate source of “‘inside”’ 
government news.

time I turned it down. The 
Met manager, Giulio Gatti-Ca- 
sazza, the greatest judge of 
singers in the world at that time, 
telegraphed me an offer after 
my New York concerts in 1926, 
and I turned it down. I was 
not ready to do justice to myself 
or to the music I would have had 
to sing. Miss Talley, appearing 
in the same year I turned it 
down, retired permanently from 
the Met in 1930, because she did 
not have the basic utensils to 
keep cooking with. I have been 
singing at the top of my bent 
for the last three decades, sim- 
ply because I did—and I was 
trained the hard way. Yet I 
could not allow myself to do 
Wagner at the Met until I was 
nearly twice as old as Miss 
Talley. 

The strength of my personal 
feelings about music is perhaps 
involved with the love I had for 
my father and his early death. 
After he was gone, something 
had to fill the void: A renewed 
emphasis on singing was the 
natural replacement. Lulu, the 
celebrated teacher of St. Louis 
who taught all the society girls, 
was the natural selection. It was 
natural for me to quit, my third

pupils (who always snooted me 
and I snooted back), taking up 
the cancellation slack and kib- 
itzing. 

So it was equally natural that 
I would absorb the idea that I 
could get all I needed in the 
United States in the way of 
musical training without going 
overseas.

I became the singing workhorse 
of the Met. That season I sang 
my lungs out in nine top per- 
formances of Wagner, three of 
them the superlatively demand- 
ing “Die Gotterdammerung.”

1943-44 season I was called 
on to sing in 14 performances— 
all of them Wagnerian and all 
needing every ounce of musician- 
ship.
